Elder  Theodore  M.  Burton,  as- 
sistant to  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  will  speak  at  the  Devo- 
tional Assembly  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse  at  10  a.m.  today. 

Elder  Burton,  a native  of  Utah, 
was  called  as  an  assistant  to  the 
Twelve  Oct.  8.  1960. 

He  was  a missionary  in  Europe 
in  1927-30,  and  worked  for  the 
U.S.  Government  after  returning 
home. 

In  1957,  Elder  Burton  was

called  to  preside  over  the  West 
German  Mission  and  in  1962  be- 
came president  of  the  European 
Mission.  In  1965  he  was  called 
to  supervise  the  West  European 
Mission  under  the  direction  of 
Elder  Howard  W.  Hunter. 

Currently,  Elder  Burton  is  vice 
president  and  general  manager 
of  the  Genealogical  Society  of 
thp  rhiirnh  and  manasine  di- 


rector of  the  Priesthood  Geneal- 
ogy Committee. 

He  served  as  technical  assist- 
ant to  the  U.S.  Treasury  Depart- 
ment in  Vienna  and  in  Berlin 
during  the  late  1930’s. 

In  the  early  1930’s  Elder  Bur- 
ton was  assistant  Salt  Lake  City 
bacteriologist,  and  later  taught 
chemistry,  physics  and  mathe- 
matics at  Carbon  Junior  College 
in  Price. 

Prior  to  his  calling  as  an  as- 
sistant to  the  Twelve  he  was  a 
professor  of  organic  chemistry 
at  Utah  State  University.

Billiards  Aren't  Wicked 


The  world  of  sports  has  long  been  noted 
as  a world  of  positive  evolution.  As  man’s 
desire  to  participate  in  various  sports  has 
increased  so  has  the  amount  of  sophistica- 
tion and  creative  effort  associated  with 
them. 

Take  Basketball  for  example.  Once  the 
idle  pastime  of  semi-inebriated  picnic  goers 
it  has  evolved  into  the  highly  complex  and 
sophisticated  game  that  we  enjoy  each 
winter  in  the  fieldhouse. 

The  same  holds  true  for  virtually  every 
other  sport  in  the  world.  From  computer- 
ized chess  to  automatic  pinsetters  the  spect- 
rum of  recreational  activity  is  constantly 
changing. 

Many  recreational  pastimes  have  evolved 
from  rather  unsavory  beginnings  to  posi- 
tions of  relatively  broad  social  acceptance. 
Fencing  has  come  down  to  us  through  a 
history  of  duels  and  bloodshed.  Bowling, 
once  a means  of  gambling  practiced  mainly 
by  men,  is  now  one  of  the  most  widely  fol- 
lowed sports  in  America. 

Billiards  is  one  of  the  most  recent  ar- 
rivals in  the  field  of  public  acceptance.  Once 
considered  the  pastime  of  delinquents  it 
now  offers  wholesome  recreation  for  mil- 
lions of  Americans. 

All  over  the  country  Billiard  table  are 
being  moved  out  of  the  bars  and  taverns 
that  once  gave  them  refuge.  They  now  en- 
joy prominent  positions  in  bowling  alleys, 
recreation  centers,  and  private  homes. 


Recently  a major  network  sports  pro- 
gram featured  the  World  Pocket  Billiard 
Championships  on  nationwide  television. 
For  the  first  time  many  people  were  able  to 
observe  the  high  degree  of  skill  and  enjoy- 
ment inherent  in  the  game. 

Featured  articles  in  national  magazines 
have  pointed  out  the  changing  character 
of  the  sport  and  have  illustrated  the  vast 
improvements  being  made  in  facilities  for 
its  enjoyment. 

Many  BYU  students  have  learned  to 
enjoy  this  game  and  some  have  developed 
considerable  skill.  Unfortunately  there  has 
been  little  or  no  improvement  of  available 
facilities  in  this  area.  By  and. large  what 
tables  there  are  can  only  be  found  in  bars 
and  taverns  with  the  singular  exception  of 
a few  tables  in  a nearby  bowling  alley. 

Under  these  conditions  students  must 
frequent  these  undesirable  places  in  order  to 
enjoy  a game  of  billiards. 

At  the  time  the  “Y-Center  was  com- 
pleted it  was  decided  that  billiard  tables 
should  not  be  included  because  of  possible 
questionability  of  the  game.  This  decision 
was  made  and  we  should  accept  and-  under- 
stand the  spirit  which  motivated  it. 

However,  with  the  change  in  image  and 
the  increased  acceptance  of  the  game,  isn’t 
it  about  time  to  reconsider  billiard  tables 
as  a worthwhile  addition  to  the  recreation 
area  of  the  Y-Center?  Isn’t  it  time  we  gave 
our  students  the  change  to  enjoy  a worth- 
while activity  in  desirable  surroundings?

This  same  FBI  (the  good  guys)  refused  to  releasejfj 
any  information  to  Garrison  to  help  him  detennine  the’*;* 
status  of  these  suspects.  ^ 

Last  year  some  government  officials  confiscated  everyF 
possession  of  Marina  Oswald  that  had  anything  to  do  withi » 
the  Warren  Report.  This  evidence  was  then  taken  to  the]  L 
National  Archives  to  be  hidden  for  the  next  75  years.  • | r 
The  former  Mrs.  Oswald  is  now  suing  the  government]  > 
to  the  tune  of  $500,000.  Funny  though,  a government  mouth-j 
piece  publically  and  swiftly  replied  that  Maiina  Oswald^^ 
would  of  course  be  reimbursed.

SAIGON  (UPI)— North  Vietnam-' 
ese  troops  said  to  be  directed 
personally  by  the  Communist  coun- 
try’s defense  minister  Monday  sent 
reinforcements  into  the  Dak  To 
battleground  and  attacked  a n 
American  battalion  in  the  contin- 
uing struggle  for  the  strategic 
central  highlands  area. 

Maj.  Gen.  William  Peers,  com- 
mander of  the  U.S.  4th  Infantry 
Division,  said  the  12-day-old  cen- 
tral highlands  campaigns  has 
shaped  up  as  one  of  the  two  most 
important  battles  of  the  war.  He 
said  North  Vietnamese  Defense 
Minister  Vo  Nguyen  Giap  appar- 
ently was  personally  directing  the 
North  Vietnamese  in  a bid  for  a 
prestige  victory. 

There  were  strong  indications 
that  the  Communists  were  moving 
in  reinforcements  from  Cambodia. 

Dak  To,  280  miles  north  of  Sai- 
gon, is  only  four  miles  from  the 
Cambodian  border. 

Elsewhere,  American  Marines 
destroyed  hamlets  and  rice  stocks 
in  a northern  coastal  valley  long 
under  Viet  Cong  dominance.  More 
than  400  villagers  were  moved  to 
a refugee  camp. 

The  North  Vietnamese  hit  a bat- 
talion of  about  800  troopers  of  the 
173rd  Airborne  Brigade  near  Dak 
To  late  Monday  and  heavy  fight- 
ing raged  for  three  hours  until 
darkness  fell. 


American  losses  were  heavy— 92 
dead  and  about  500  wounded. 

Earlier,  the  Communists  over- 
ran a small  village  two  miles  from 
Dak  To  and  briefly  occupied  it.

The  Complete 
Football  Player

Everything,  we  suppose,  that  can  be  said  about  Phil 
Odle,  has  been. 

He’s  the  complete  football  player. 

Not  only  does  he  catch  anything  he  can  touch  and 
make  “impossible”  receptions  look  easy,  but  he  refuses  to 
be  an  easy  target  for  an  opposing  tackier  and  is  usually 
the  first  man  downfield  on  punts. 

As  the  key  target  for  defensive  backs,  Odle  nearly 
always  draws  a pair  of  enemy  defenders  with  him  as  the 
ball  is  snapped,  thus  setting  up  foes  for  a line  play  or  a 
pass  to  another  receiver. 

No  one  appreciates  his  talents  and  all-out  play  more 
than  his  coach,  who  never  lets  an  opportunity  pass  to  praise 
the  6-0,  188-lb.  split  end. 

‘FINEST  EVER’ 

“Phil  is  the  finest  football  player  I’ve  ever  been  associ- 
ated with,”  is  the  singular  compliment  paid  him  by  Tommy 
Hudspeth,  who  has  seen  many  in  his  experience  with  col- 
lege and  pro  gridders. 

To  Odle,  winning  is  number  one. 

“He  is  a completely  unselfish  player,”  says  Hudspeth. 

“I  think  the  key  to  his  success,”  continues  the  Y grid 
mentor,”  is  his  great  concentration. 

“When  he  gets  on  the  field,  all  that  matters  to  Phil 
is  winning  the  football  game.” 

None  can  deny  that  the  Cougar  co-captain  has  been  a 
principle  factor  in  BYU’s  transformation  from  a patsy  to 
a power  in  grid  circles. 

The  coaches  must  have  approached  Phil  with  trepida- 
tion following  Utah’s  47-13  romp  over  BYU  the  weekend 
he  was  visiting  the  campus  in  1964. 

However,  Odle — then  a Marine — disarmed  them  with 
a grin,  “It  looks  like  you  need  some  help.” 

BIG  CHANGE 

Since  his  transfer  to  BYU,  the  Cougars  have  reversed 
history  by  defeating  the  Redskins  three  straight,  won  a 
conference  championship  and  registered  an  8-2  season. 

While  playing  an  integral  part  in  the  rise  of  the  Puma 
football  balloon,  Odle  has  annihilated  every  school  pass  re- 
ception record  and  most  Western  Athletic  Conference 
marks. 

Currently  the  nation’s  leading  pass  receiver  on  the  sea- 
son, he  needs  but  ten  more  catches  to  nail  down  the  third 
place  spot  on  the  all-time  NCAA  list. 

VOTES  TO  COME 

Despite  the  fact  that  BYU’s  grid  schedule  negates 
exposure  to  many  of  those  who  cast  ballots  for  All-America, 
Odle  is  bound  to  attract  a measure  of  votes. 

Should  the  native  of  Elgin,  111.,  receive  the  merited 
post-season  honors,  much  of  the  credit  must  go  to  Sports 
Information  Director  Dave  Schulthess  and  to  ASBYU  Vice- 
President  of  Athletics  Bob  Fitch. 

Schulthess  has  sent  countless  press  and  promotional 
releases  on  Odle  to  all  parts  of  the  country,  developed  an 
“Odle  machine  (slide  presentation  in  a suitcase)”  and 
bugged  local  All-America  voters  almost  to  exasperation. 

For  his  part,  Fitch  and  his  assistants  launched  a short 
but  timely  campaign  in  which  several  hundred  BYU  stu- 
dents sent  infoimation  on  Odle’s  accomplishments  to  their 
local  sports  editors.

Coach  Tom  Hudspeth’s  football 
team,  playing  somewhat  like  the 
up-and-down  motion  of  a yo-yo  this 
year,  begins  practice  today  for  the 
biggest  game  remaining  in  the 
Western  Athletic  Conference  race. 

That  game  — against  Arizona 
State  this  Saturday  in  Tempe  — 
will  decide  the  second  place  finish 
in  the  WAC. 

Although  the  Coupr’s  pattern  of 
play  has  been  inconsistent  at 
times,  there  are  a couple  of  con- 
sistencies which  stand  out  on  this 
year’s  team.

with  a homicidal  crime  being  killed  are  around  2,000,000,000 
to  1. 


If  President  Kennedy  wasn’t  shot  in  the  back,  why  the 
bullet  holes  in  his  shirt  and  halfway  down  his  back?  And 
why  does  the  original  doctor’s  report  from  Parkview  show 
an  entry  in  the  middle  of  his  back?  And  why  were  these 
reports  later  ordered  burned?  (A  shot  in  the  back  auto- 
matically means  more  than  one  assassin.) 

Kennedy’s  arm  being  raised  would  not  account  for  the 
low  bullet  hole  as  he  was  wearing  a brace  at  the  time.
